Claims 1-3, 5, 7-13, 15-18, 20-23, 25-33, 35, 44-46, 51, 52, 60-65, 71-73, 
75 and 76 are allowable for reasons of record as set forth by the examiner in the 
communication mailed on 24 June 2009. 

Claim 24 is allowable for reasons of record as set forth by the applicant in 
the communication filed 3 March 2010, with specific regard to the prior art failing 
to show the claimed infrared light source or sources (page 12). 

Claim 74 is allowable for reasons of dependency.
